thekings officers becing. appointed to at- 

tend them. Inthis mayner:hauing takeny | 
their repaſt, thetables were remoued,and 
ſcuerall beds madeready fortheir lodging, 
inthe ſameplace,  rerthe ſame manner, 
al on one fide,andeach one as aforc ,right 
vader the ſauicheon of 33s: owne armes;. 
Their beds werepallers wh coucringste. = 
ſters oft Comopiesof red Say; but they vied- 


no<urtaines. The 
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Prince Henries Creation, 


Thekaights inthe meane while were 
withdra ne into the bathing chamber, 


which was the next roome tothart they fup- 


ped in,where for each of them was proui- 


ded alcueral barhing tub which was lined 


both within and without with white lin- 
nen, andcoucred with red Say. After che 
bath they berooke themſtlues to. their 


Early thenext morning they were wa- 


kened wich muficke,andat theirvpriſfing 


inusſted in their Hermirs habits, which 
was a gowne of gray cloth girded cloſe, & 


a hood of the ſame; with a-linnen coyfe 


vnderncath,anda handkercherhangingat 
his girdle, cloth ſtockings foled with lea- 


ther;but.no-ſhooes; and1ihus apparrelled, 


their Efquires gouernours, with chetieralds 
wearing the: coats of armes , and ſundry 
{orts'of winde inſtruments going before 
them; thepprocceded' from their lodging 
downe throughthehall the meanelt jin'or- 


der formolt as the'nighr betore, till they 


came-to the chappelk Where atrer ſeruice 


cadedthriroathiwas miniftred ynto them

bytheEarle of Worceller and the Earle of 


| Suffolke, in a (olemne and ceremonious 


manner, all of them ſtanding forth before 
theirſtalles, and attheir comming out ma- 
king low reuerence towards the Altar, by 
which the Commiſſioners late; then were 
they brought yp'by the heralds by twoat 
once,thechiefelt firſt, and (o thereſttill all 
ſucceſſtuely had received their oath: which 
in {ubſtancewas this. Thataboue al things 
they ſhould honour God and maintaine 
trucReligion, loue their ſoueraigne, ſerue 
their country,help maidens, widdowes,6 
orphans, and tothe vtmoſt of their pow 
er cauſe equity and iuſticeto beobſerued. 
This done whileſt they were yet in the 
Chappell, wine and ſweet meates were 
brought the, & then they departed to their 


chamber to be dilrobed of their Hermits 


veeeds,& new reueſted againein Robes of 
Crimſon taffatalined with whiteſarcener, 


hauing white bats on 'their heads with 


white teathers,white boots on theirlegs,6c 
white gloues tyed to the ſtrings of their 


mitles. Al which performed; theymoniton

horſbacke,their ſaddles being of black lea- 
ther, and-bridles of the ſame, with white 
croſſes vpo theirbreſts & cruppers of their 
horſes; each K-night bertyweent his two ef:

cartying his {word with the hiles vptyard; 
and his ſpurtes hanging thereon: 

Inthis orderrankte euery manaccorging 
to his degree, the beſt-or chiefelt firlt, they 
rode faire and ſoftly towards the Court, 
thetrimpets ſounding, and the heralds all 
the way riding before them. Bceing aligli- 
ted atthe Court gate,they were conducted 
by the heralds and others appointed for 
thatpurpofe, into the hall, where his Maic- 
ſie lrting vnder his Cloth of eſtate gaue 
them their knigathood in this manner. 

Pirſt the principall Lord thar is to re- 
ceiue the order comes led by his two Ef 
quircs,and his page betore bim bearing his 
ſword and fpurres, and knecleth: downe..

Hereupon the Duke of Yorke with his attendants depar- 
ting to performe this ſeruice, the lowde Muſicque ſoundes, 
and ſodainely appeares the Queenes Maicſty in a moſt plea- 
ſant and artificiall Groue , which was the third Scene, and 
from thence they march vp to the King conducted by the 
Duke of Yorke, and the Noble-men, in very fiately imanner; 

And in a'l theſe ſhewes, this is to be noted, that there were 
nope of inferiour ſort, mixed amongſt theſe great Perſonages 
of State and Honour (as vſually there haue beene) butall was 
performd by themſelues with a due reſeruation of their digni- 
ty, And for thoſe two which did Perſonate the Tritons, ghey 
were Gentlemen knowne of good worth and refpeR, The 
introducing of Pages with torches , might haue added more 
ſplendor, bur yet chey would haue peſired the roome', which 
the ſeaſon would not well permit,
